Information Items: “Fairmount Ave.” Fire Station

A city update was provided on the Fairmount Ave Fire Station, including Q&A: Monica
Arredondo, project manager working with the city’s Engineering & Capital Improvement
Projects led a presentation on the project and forthcoming environmental impact report (“EIR”).
Four other locations were considered. The EIR process should bring about more transparency
about the reasoning behind a controversial location choice. Funding is pending.

Treasurer’s Report — Derryl: The bank account has not changed yet. There has been little
activity as funds are not being dispersed. There was a discussion about future use of Zoom for
meetings; for now we will remain with this type of meeting.

Review, Correction, and Approval of Minutes: Danielle moved to accept the March minutes
as presented and Bob seconded. The minutes were accepted unanimously. Future minutes will
avoid gendered language in an effort to be more inclusive.

Subcommittee Reports

e FElection committee — Lynn/Mario/Richard: Lynn reviewed the persons eligible to run. A
Google Forms format for voting was previewed.

e Community updates — Bob Scott said ET Perry, who was active in the Rolando community,
passed just after his 100" birthday. The Rolando Street Fair was well attended. Alex Zukas
(El Cerrito) updated that a College Area plan proposed to eliminate single family homes. A
discussion about bicycle lanes and other road uses occurred.

e Parks & Recreation — Daniele said that Colina Park had an upcoming event on April 30.

e CPC November Meeting — Mario: Build Better San Diego presentation was provided but
there are concerns. A different energy provider (other than SDG&E) may be in the works.
